| As he was not planning to make a speech at 
Washington University, Dr. Houston was not 
preoccupied when I found him in the Washing- 
ton car of a belated 24-hour train in Illinois 
Wednesday afternoon. The train, which had the 
gutward appearance of belonging to the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, seemed to have lost its way 
and was wandering over the tracks of other 
lines, first the Illinois Central, then the B. &'O. 
In the club car ahead, pools were being laid 
on the time when it would reach St. Louis, and 
on the amount of extra fare that would be re- 
funded to passengers. | 

But despite the dust of the moment, and the 
cares of state behind and before him; Secretary 
Houston was the. same urbane, gravely smiling 
man whom St. Louis educators have known for 
five years past, and whom a number of St. Louis 
politicians wish they had known for even five 
months. F $ 

His costume—which he changed before leaving 
the train—was.a happy medium between the pro- 
fessional and the bucolic, with a well-worn brown 
suit of loose texture, soft shirt and felt hat. He 
tested a cigar of Pittsburg shape and Key West 
fragrance as we sat in the smoking compartment. 

He spoke of Washington University—its loca- 
tion; its buildings, its new medical department, 
ite teaching force.. He spoke of the city university 
in general—its advantages over the institution 
located in g small town. Not the least of these 
advantages, he remarked, was that a city, 
depending on its university for its business pros- 
perity was more likely to criticise university man- 
agement and methods than a small town. He 
cited the growth of the universities of Berlin, Vi- 
enna, London, as compared with the institutions 
of Heidelberg, Oxford and Cambridge, which are 
collections of colleges, rather than universities. 

_ Then he talked of St. Louis questions and St. 

Louis topics. What was the general feeling about 
the “Naked Truth” statue? How far along were 
the freeholders with the new charter? Had the 
new city administration kept Taussig as Comp- 
troller and Davis as Park Commissioner? 

The answer to the last question—that Taussig’s 
elective term had expired and that Davis’ ap- 
pointive term had two years more to run—brought 
us to the topic of the city government, And here 
Dr. Houston showed that his observations in St. 
Louis: have not been confined to the Skinker road 
neighborhood.

summer as I was when 
I lived on the hill over 
by the university.” 

Of the issues raised 
in the discussion of 
the new charter, Dr. 
Houston preferred to 
speak chiefly of two. 
These were the com- 
mission form of govern- 
ment and the control of 
public utilities. 


“The commission 
form of government 
represents the best 
modern method in city 
administration,” he 
said. “Whether it is 
called the commission 
form, or is called by 
the old names,. doesn’t 
matter greatly. St. 
Louis should have a. 
single house, whether 
it is called a commis- 
sion or a board or an 
assembly. 

“The new. charter 
should simplify munici- 
pal machinery so as to 
center responsibility 
and to let the public 
know who is respons- 
ible.for every act. The 
diffusing and obscuring 
of responsibility is not 
a safeguard of liberty, 
as Many seem to think 
it, Officials should 
have ample and definite 
powers, and should be 
held responsible for 
their proper discharge. 


The community will get 


better men into its service when it gives them 


tasks worth doing, and. holds them responsible 
for doing those tasks. 

“I would not undertake to say, without study 
of the subject, that St. Louis should acquire ‘the 
That is 
a matter governed by circumstances in each case. 
But'I feel that the city should have the power to 
acquire any or all of its utilities, and the new 
charter should give that power so far as the State 
Constitution will permit.” 


“No other department of the Government, not 
even the postal, comes closer to the people,’ ne 
said, in speaking of his work at Washington. 
‘It is not for the farmers alone. It is just 
as important to city dwellers. Unless city people 
realize the importance of improving conditions in 
the country, a good many of them will find that 
they will have to go back to the country them- 
selves. 

“The attention now being given to the rural 
problem amounts almost to a revolution in 
thought. More. good books on rural economics 
have been written in the last two years than in 
the 15 years before. There are more and better 
farming periodicals, and the daily and weekly 
press generally is giving its space to farm topics 
to a much greater extent than a few years agu.” 


Demand for Men Whose 
Feet Are in The Soil. 


é6 N OT only the Department of Agriculture, 
but the colleges,” cqntinued Secretary 
Houston, “are developing courses oi 
rural economics, and extending agencies for mar- 
keting and co-operation. 


“Co-operation is the prime need of the country 
The town, in itself, is co-operation. There ix a 


‘growing demand fot strong men who have their 


feet in the soil, who know the country, who 
have sound agricultural training and good jude- 
ment, to take tre leadership of agricultural com- 
munities. 

“Within the last week I have been visited by 
the Country Life Commissien of two states, asxing 
for men to take such positions; one at $4000 a 
year, one at $6000. 

“One of the big problems of the day is to. makes 
country living more satisfactory. To this end, 
farm profits must be increased, the business side 
of farming must be improved, better roads must 
be had, schools must be improved through con- 
solidation, and rural high schools established. 

“The average country school, run for six or 
seven months, taught by a girl who gets $40 a 
month and who is often not even a high-school 
graduate, has not much to offer the country boy. 
If he desires an education he must go to the town 
or city, paying railroad fare, beard and tuition, 
while his father loses his services afternoons and 
Saturdays, and he loses the benefits of outdoor life. 

“It would be much better to build high schools 
some states have done. The

buildings should be centers for the intellectual and 
social enjoyment of adults—social centers such as 
our cities are providing. 

“It is useless to talk about uplifting farmers. 
They are not going to be uplifted. You must at- 
tach your program to a-definite problem and 
help them solve it, whether it is agricultural, in- 
dustrial or educational. It takes co-operation.” 

“Will co-operation lower the cost of living?” I 
asked, conscious that “cost of living” questions 
greet the Secretary wherever he goes. 

“There are several hundred newspaper corre- 
spondents in. Washington; as many, I think, as 
there are members of Congress,” he replied, “and 
I] think every one of them has asked me that 
question in*some form. One wants my views on 
the effect of good roads on the cost of living, an- 
other asks how marketing methods will affect it. 

“The question is not simple. It has many fac- 
tors. If some of these factors are favorably af- 
fected, something may affect the others adverse- 
ly and offset whatever change might’ be, made. 
Affect five or six of the other factors, and then let 
gold increase abnormally, and thus depreciate, and 
prices will go up rather than down. ‘ 


Make Your Forests 
Self-Supporting. 

ROM the farms the Secretary turned to talk 
F of the forests, and of his intended visit to 

some of the biggest patches of timber in 

the nation’s 200,000,000-acre preserve, which re- 
ceives a $5,000,000 appropriation annually and re- 
turns one-half that amount in revenue. Secretary 
Houston believes the national forests should be 
self-supporting; and should even yield a surplus to 
the Government, as do those of Germany. He will 
go this summer to the North Pacific coast, chiefly 
to inspect the national forests of Oregon, Wash- 
ington and Montana, and he may extend the visit 
to Alaska. 

“If I do,” he added, “I shall try to acquaint my- 
self with the Alaskan brown bear. It is a curious 
fact that the Department of Agriculture has juris- 
diction over brown bears in Alaska, while another 
department, that of commerce, I believe, has juris- 
diction over all other bears in Alaska. 

“That is one of the oddities which occur in the 
division of various matters between the Govern- 
ment departments. The Department of Agricul- 
ture has a bison range in Montana, but the buf- 
faloes in Alaska—and I am told there are buffa- 
loes in Alaska—are under the Interior Department, 
We have an ostrich farm and an elk range—I am 
not informed es to whether any other department 
has either of these interesting features. 

“The pure food law?” said the Secreary in an- 
swer to,one of my parting inquiries. “That's sim- 
ply.a matter of law enforcement. ‘ 

“The sausage question? That's still in the mill.

Thousands ‘of Telegrams and 
Letters, Inspired by One 
Source, but Written Purely 
as ‘a Business Accommoda- 
tion and Without Regard to 
the Writers’ Real Sentiments, 
Deluge Legislators to Give 
Them the Impression That 
They Represent the National 
Wishes.

WASHINGTON, June 14. 
HE annals of politfcal history could be 
i searched in vain for a more peculiar situ- 
ation than that which has been created re- 
cently in Washington by President Wil- 
son’s charge of the existence of a lobby in the 
nation&l ‘capital. 

Readers of the Post-Dispatch are familiar in 
a général way with the accusation launched 
against the lobbyists and the abstracts which 
have been printed from time to time of the evi- 
dence given before the committee which is now 
investigating the matter, must have served to 
convince every open-minded man that the Presi- 
dent rightly described the lobby as “numerous, 
industrious, insidious,” and rightly charged that 
in support of this lobby money without limit was 
being spent for the purpose of creating a false 
appearance of a public opinion antagonistic to 
some of the chief items of the tariff bill now 
under consideration. 

In a matter of this kind, where the point at 
issue is whether a secret, underhand and unscru- 
ulous effort is being made to balk the will of 
he people as expressed in the national election, 
it is of the utmost importance that the public 
should gain a clear view of the methods which 
are being employed by selfish interests to secure 
their objects at the expense of the common wel- 
fare. 

During the past two weeké I have heard or read all 
the evidente given under oath before the in- 
vestigating committee, and I have discussed the 
situation. with a large number of. persons con- 
nected with the business, the political and the 
administrative, interests: of the country. From 
this evidence and from these conversations I 
detect the growth of a clear conviction in many 
quarters that. underlying the question as to what 
kind of pressure this or that lobbyist has em- 
ployed in his efforts to direct or to control the 
judgment of legislators, there is a very much 
larger question, namely, that of the extent to 
which the representative character of the demo- 
cratic institutions of the country. as expressed 
in the national and state legislatures, is being 
undermined or diluted by the organized pressure 
of special interests. 

Old-Time Lobbyist Is Gone, 
His Successor More Respectable 
HE lobbyist of the old days is dead. You 
may search Washington for the length Of 
| a session and yet fail to discover a single 
living example of the type which has been 
made familier. to us. by the playwrights and novel- 
ists of. a former generation. But the memory of 
him lingers, and: your old friend, the Colonel, will 
paint you a portrait compounded of joviality, 
good fellowshtp and sympathy, of hints, persua- 
sion and: threats, of whisky, cigars and curfency, 
which time has mellowed into the figure of a 
genial bandit, corrupt and unscrupulous, but not 
without a redeeming touch of humanity in his 

makeup. 

His place has been taken by men of a very 
different caliber, by men who have left. all that 
is most degrading in the occupation of a lobby- 
ist and have taken out of it Whatever false glamor 
there was of sport and of romance. 

Formerly the lobbyist was a gentleman of easy 

conscience, who loved the game, who loved the 
money .to be won, who lIpved to help a friend at 
the expense of the public, who had those danger- 
ous, but not altogether unattractive, traits which 
belong to the gambler. 
“Today the occupation of the lobbyist is one 
which may be described as one of denatured and 
commercialized vice. The lobbyist: himself is 
either a creature of card-catalogues, of mailing 
lists, of press clippings and “expert” statistics, 
or he ts a delightful and cultured gentleman who 
discusses Swinburne’s poetry with the sister of 
the Senator’s wife and lets fall a casual remdrk 
about the wool schedule and about the possibility, 
the bare possibility, mind you, of securing an 
invitation to the Ambasseador’s reception for a 
certain lady if she could get the*Senator to look 
over a few figures proving that— etc. 

I am speaking, of course, about the lobbyist 
to whom the term may be applied’in its common 
and sinister sense; that is to say, a man who for 
his own selfish ends rents out his abilities in the 
service of another man’s selfish ends. a man who 
dogs the steps of legisiators as a paid mourner 
follows a funeral, because there is money in it 
for him. 

New Style of Lobbyist Ne 
a Mach Greater Pablic Menace 
ROM the standpoint of the public interest 
F the old-style lobbyist had his advantages. 
He worked to a considerable extent in the 
open; he cut a dash at the capital city; his 
methods were crude and lent themselves to detec- 
tion. One happy result of his display and of his 
tactics was that as soon as public sentiment was 
aroused against him his occupation was gone. 
Legislators could not afford to be seen in his 
company; his influence waned and his employer 
finally came to realize that hig usefulness was 
past. 
* The new style of lobbying is much more danger- 
ous than the old, because its methods are more 
refined, more insidious, more easily to be mis- 
taken for something perfectly proper and legiti- 
mate. Until the last shred of evidence is un- 
earthed against the super-lobbyist, he can pose 
with success as an | m@n.

cause openly and publicly and -*en retire to 
their homes. I do include in the term 
those who make their stay more or less per- 
manent; who effect an organization and em- 
bark on a crusade to promote or prevent 
legislation by. bringing pressure to bear upon 
the legislators, or who employ methods more 
reprehensible, 

At its very best, the objection lies In that 
a lobby presents only one side of a case, and 
that, if conducted skillfully, it is likely to af- 
fect the judgment even of intelligent men. 

Ninety times out of a hundred a lobby is 
composed of men who are actuated by selfish 
motives. The lobbyist has an ax to grind. 
Generally he is engaged in a scheme to put 
money into his own purse. This latter classt- 
fication embraces practically all of those gen- 
tlemen who come to Washington about the 
time a tariff bill is under discussion. | 

Men who have great financial interests at 
stake are likely to resort to questionable 
methods. If that kind -of a gentleman does 
not resort to barter and sale. it is generally 
because he fears the wrath of the law, or can 
find no purchasable material in the legisla- 
tive market. . 

There is a lobby at Washington. In my 
opinion it is an insidious lobby. . It fills every 
element of Webster's definition—it is full of 
plots; it is watching for an opportunity to en- 
snare: it has attempted to entrap; it is char- 
acterized by treachery and deceit; it is sly, 
crafty and wily. I may add, it is selfish to 
the last extreme. 


Business Is the Lobby’s Fulerum. 


HE “business view” of two of its lead- 
i ers is. illustrated. by the fact that the 

commander-in-chief of the sugar lobby- 
ists, sent here by the planters of Honolulu, 
when asked by Senator Walsh, “Of course it 
takes money to do all these things you have 
told us about?” answered: “Precisely. And 
I will say that if we paid out $800,000 we 
would consider it very small in comparison 
with the $80,000,000 that we have got: in- 
volved in this industry.” 

The leading spirit representing the Louis- 
iana’ planters, after stating. that all the busi- 
ness men of New Orleans were appealed to 
write to their. business associates through- 
out the country,’ asking them to write to 
their, Sehators and Representatives, declared: 

“Our idea in writing these letters, or hav- 
ing these letters written by our citizens en- 
gaged in business, was to reach practically 
every line of human endeavor in the United 
States and then to have these people inter- 
cede with and use their influence to prevent 
the passage of the bill. We thought the 
best way to, reach these business men was 
to show them they would lose a good deal of 
business in Louisiana. We had a great finan- 
cial interest in retaining the tariff. We 
sought through financial interests of our own 
town to reach those who were financially 
interested in dealing with them. We did not 
go to the country with an appeal. We made 
it a business proposition, the way I expect 
it always ought to be handled. a political 
proposition from the standpoint of their pock- 
etbooks. A part of this business proposition 
was to have letters and telegrams poured in 
upon Senators and Representatives from their 
own -state and from their own district.”

FE * watt dectar CARTER of Ha- 


wali declared under oath that 
the interests he «represented 
have spent approximately $100,000 
and are prepared to spend $800,000 in 


the new tariff bill. If this is true of 
one interest, who will be prepared to 
estimate the amount of money which 
the special interests in the aggregate 
are spending, or are prepared to 
spend, for the purpose of destroying 
schedule by schedule and item by 
item of a tariff bill framed in con- 
formity with the wishes of the people 
as expressed at the polls? 

Unfortunately, the gravest element 
of danger does not lie in the amount 
of money expended for these pur- 
poses, but in the underhand methods 
adopted in spending it. 

It would be bad enough if the 
worst complaint that could be made 
was that these special interests spent 
thefr money in preparing briefs, in 
printing circulars, in publishing ad- 
vertisements, setting forth their 
views and supporting them with facts 
which, if they were not inaccurate, 
were at least one-sided. It would be 
bad enough if this propaganda was 
so conducted that not only legislators, 
but, also, the public at large, could 
discern the interested motive behind 
the appearance of disinterestedness. 

The fact is that a great proportion 
of this especial pleading is made to 
masquerade under the guise of spon- 
taneous and untutored opinion. The 
devices by which this end is attained 
are numerous. 

In the course of his evidence t-fore 
the investigating committee, Senator 
John W. Kern of Indiana gave an ex- 
ample of a method, the extended use 
of which was established by the tes- 
timony of many other witnesses. 

The plan consists in the interested 
party, that is to say, the person or 
corporation seeking to influence the 
vote of a Senator, drawing up a let- 
ter setting forth the action which it 
is desired to secure and then send- 
ing out hundreds of copies with a 
request that the recipient send a let- 
ter couched in identical or in similar 
terins to the Senators representing 
his state.

@ free sugar bill, of a country-wide use 
of the endless chain method. 

Up to the time when this article 
goes to press the most remarkable state- 
ment made by a lobbyist is that cf 
Truman C. Falmer, secretary and treas- 
gurer of the United States Beet Sugar 
Industry Association, who gave his evi- 


dence on Thursday. 6 
He said that the association had sent 


documents relating to sugar, and that 
these had gone free through the mails 
under the franks of Senators Lodge of 

Massachusetts, Dick of Ohio, Curtis if 
Kansas and Smoot of Utah, and of 
Representatives Maltby of New York, 
Pickett of Iowa and Martin of South 
Dakota. 

In ‘reply to Senator Reed, a member 
of the investigating committee, who 
said that a rough calculation showed 
that Palmer had saved about $28,000 in 
postage in this manner, the latter stated 
that he had paid for all the speeches 
and documents he had mentioned and 
that he thought he had a perfect right 
to avail hinfself of the franking privi- 
lege for the purpose of carrying out 
his propaganda against free sugar. 

It appeared fiom Palmer's evidence 
that he had access to the office of the 
Public Printer of the United States and 
that. he had made and had felt justified 
in making whatever alterations and ad- 
ditions he wished to certain data and 
charts which had been incorporated in 
& speech made by Senator Lodge in the 
Senate, and which the Senator had re- 
ceived permission to have printed as a 
public document. 

Many Senators stated on the witness 
Stand that they had received hundreds 
of telegrams and letters, purporting 
to have been written by voters in their 
states, suggesting, and in some cases 
demanding that they should vote in one 
Way or another upon the tariff bill. 
The object of these communications 
was to make it appear that public sen- 
timent in their states was worked up 
to a high pitch and that the Senator 
would be betraying his trust if he failed 
to be guided by it. 

Common Mistake in All Letters | 

Spoils One Big Tariff Crusade 

N many instances the carelessness 

| with which this plan is worked 

defeats its purpose. One Sena- 

tor told me that he had received hun- 

dreds of letters from various parts uf 

his State pressing him to vote in a cer- 
tain way upon the sugar schedule. 

They were all worded exactly alike, 
and wer all written on the same 
kind of paper, and in the address of 
every one of them appeared the same 
mistake in the Senator’s name. 

Another method widely employed was 
that of having special articles written 
by trained men, in which the particular 
view of the special interest was skill- 
fully woven into the story, and of dis- 
tributing these for publication in news-, 
papers all over the country. As these 
articles frequently appeared as editor- 
ials or under captions which gave them 
t’ 3} appearance of having been received 
in the ordinary course of the news serv- 
ice, a false impression was created 
in the mind of the reader as to the 
origin and character of the matter pre- 
sented. 

There remains another feature of the 
lobby to be dealt with. The opinion 
is not uncommonly expressed in Wasrk- 
ington that there is a form of lobby- 
ing which is more insidious in its opera- 
tion and more effective in its results 
than any of the methods which have 
thus far been discussed. It is the per- 
sonal lobbying carried on by ex-Sena- 
tors and ex-Congressmen. 

The effectiveness of this particular 
kind of lobbying t# derived from the 
corcumstance thet once a man has 
been a Senator or Representative he as 
the right of access at any time to the 
floor of ths chamber whieh was the 

‘scene of his legislative experiences. 

It would be difficult to estimate the 
evils which may result from an abuse 
of that privilege in’ the person of onw 
having formerly been a servant of the 
people and has become a servant of a 
business interest. 

To whatever influence may belong the 
arguments skillfully devised to support 
a selfish aim, when these arguments ‘re 
presented by an outsider, must ve 
added the influence which belongs to 
old friendships, to common associater. 
to common memories of victory and of 
defeat, when a former Senator or a 
former Representative whispered in the 
ear of a former colleague during the’ 
course of a debate. ; 

With the lobbyist working in Wash- 
ington, not infrequently as the head of 
a large organization, with a manufac- 
tured public sentiment keeping up 4 
constant backfire upon legislators, and 
with the voter misled and confused by 
a flood of misinformation and special 
pleading, it may well be asked whethdr 
the stream of legislation is not being 
contaminated at its source.

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Chemists Asked to Tell Cause of 
Death of Man Who Was to 
Pay $60,000 Yearly. 


RECENT CHLORAL VICTIM 


Mysterious Fatality Follows Re- 
fusal of Additional $50,000 
Policy for Churchman. 


Epecial to the Pos<t- at 
JACKSONVILLE, Pia. June 14.—The 


verdict of a Johns Hopkins University 
chemist at Baltimore as to whether E. 
0. Painter died from the effects of 
chloral, was drowned, or died from nat- 
ural causes, will determine the character 
of litigetion over $1,134,000 life insurance, 
of’ which $999,000 was written since Feb. 
sof this year and is not yet paid for. 

Painter, 62 years old and robust, fell 
from a ferryboat in midstream in St. 
John’s River en route to his fertilizer 
factory. He, apparently, had been seized 
with a fit of coughing and had walked 
to the edge of the boat, from which he 
fell into the water. Witnesses say he 
made no effort tc save himself from fall- 
ing. A rope was thrown from the deck, 
but he paid no attention to it and sank 
while the rope’ was touching his arm. 

The first report was that he had been 
accidentally drowned, but when his 
heavy purchases of life insurance be- 
came known, public opinion veered to 
Suicide. This theory was accepted as 
conclusive when it became known that 
only a few days before his death the 
Equitable’ Life Assurance Society had 
declined to write an additional policy 
for $50,000 on the ground that Painter was 
over insured. 

Gav2 Notes for Premtfums. 

The ,annual total of premiums on the 
insurance Painter had contracted 
amounts to $60,000, the agents say. His 
income is estimated as $25,000 a year. In 
buying the $999,000 insurance written this 
year, Painter paid with stocks of the 
E. O. Painter Fertilizer Co. or with 
notes. The stock has been sold and 
chiefly is in local hands. The nctes have 
been discounted and are held by loca! 
banks. They began maturing within a 
few days and local financiers are fearful 
that if they are not met, there will 
be disastrous financial developments. 
.Painter was drowned at 9:30 In the 
morning. His body was recovered and 
was in an undertaker’s morgue by 1 
o'clock that afternoon’ and the autopsy 
was performed. The removed organs 
were sealed in a conveyor in the express 
office and billed to Baltimore before 
night. The two physicians representing 
the family, Drs. P. C. Perry and John 
Cay Boy, went to Baltimore at .he 
same time to be present at the analysis. 

The shipment was made to.Dr. Charles 
Simon of Baltimore, but ne is in Nova 
Scotia, ani his assistant, “Dr. C. #. 
Haas, notified the Jacksonville author'- 
ties that he was instructed to turn tho 
shipment over to’ Dr. Charles Glazer cf 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, who refused 
to undertake the analysis until Coroner 
Abbott had a representative present. 
The Coroner designated a Baltimore at- 
torney to represent him and the analysis 
proceeded, 


Money for Widow, Daughter, Firm. 
The beneficiaries named in the policies 


were either his wife or daughter or tis 
firm, The total amount was divide! 
about equally between them. 

Some two or three months ago, it has 
been reported to.the life insurance com- 
panies concerned, Painter began takinz 
chloral for nervousness, he explained. 
It is charged that shortly before his 
death he became a very heavy user of 
the drug. 

Burial was permitted under a Coro- 
ner’s verdict reading: “Cause of deaih 
unknown. Will report later.’’ 

Mrs. Painter and her daughter, Okle. 
assisted by the latter’s fiance, S. PF. 
William, an attorney, have taken steps 
toward probating Painter’s will and the 
settlement cf his estate and will leava 
the first adverse move of the insurance 
men who flocked here when ‘the cir- 
cumstances of the death became: known 
More than a dozen special agents are 
here, but they, like the Coroner, are 
awaiting the verdict at Baltimore, whicn 
will be considered in connection with a 
volumnious report made by detectives 
employed by the insurance companies. 

The general impression in insurance 
circles is that the Mutual Life will make 
the first move, Painter having $502,000 
insurance in that company. Those with 
smaller policies will look to the Mutual 
to determine their course of action. 

A curious later development of Paint- 
er’s death is the death of John Stricker 
Coles, general agent here for the Equilta- 
ble Life Assurance Society. Coles had 
been a semi-invalid for several months, 
but was able to look after his business 
In a general way, and he passed upon 
the recent applications for insurance by 
Painter. 

He had great confidence in Painter, 
whom he had known for almost ten 
years, since Coles came here from Geor- 
gia. It is known that he regretted to 
inform Painter that. his recent applica- 
tion for a $50,000 policf hall been denied 
because the company experts regarded 
that he was over-insured. 

Coles was worried over the Painter 
sma before the latter’s death and 
s00n after that development he col- 
lapsed. His iliness was not considered 
serious until a short time before his 
death.

Jewelry is not allowed by the 
order. Smoking also is prohibited. Asa 
salutation men kiss each other. 

The only musical instrument allowed 
in the Service is a tuning fork. There 
are no presiding officers at the meet- 
ings and solos are under the ban.

Bloodhounds, brought to the scene by 
Coroner Bopy from Kirkwood, followed 
the slayer’s trail to the Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks half a mile away and there 
halted. 

Dr. Bopp led them back to the inn 
and placed them on the trail a second 
time. They ran to the same spot and 
again gave up the scent. 

It was learned that a freight train 
bound for St. Louis passed there about 
14> minutes after the murder, and the 
Coroner was convinced that the mur- 
derer boarded it. 

Prior to the arrival of the _ blood- 
hounds, about 20 men, led by Sheriff 
Bode and armed |. with revolvers, 
searched the countryside with lanterns. 
After it was found the trail was broken 
at the railroad tracks they gave up tre 
hunt. 

Doctor Saw Driver. 

At about 4 o’clock Dr. T. P. Hoxey, 
who was passing through Affton in an 
automobile, said that he saw the brown 
horse and the buckboard left at the 
roadhouse passing through the village 
at a rapid gait. He remembered the 
vehicle because its type was unusual. 
He caught only a glimpse of the driver, 
but said he was dressed like a farmer 
and was short and stockily built. 

According to a hanger-on about the 
roadhouse stable, the horse and wagon 
were put up there at about 4:30 o’clock. 
He did not see the driver. 

Five hours later, while About a score 
of prominent persons were dining In 
the Inn, they heard two shots ring out 
in rapid succession. Busch, the head 
waiter and the chef ran to the: stable 
and found the door ajar. As they threw 
it open, a revolver was thrust toward 
them out of the dark and a voice com- 
manded: 

“Throw up your hands!’’ 

They could not see the man’s face 
and his form was indistinct. But they 
thought he was about 5 feet and a 
half tall and that he was heavily built. 
They raised their hands, but turned 
and fled, escaping without being fur- 
ther molested. 

Shot at Close Range. 

After an interval, weapons were ob- 
tained and a number of men went ‘to 
the stable. The slayer had fled. But 
on the floor lay Ensminger, dead, with 
one bullet through his heart and anoth- 
er in the back of his head. 

Dr. Bopp said that when the first bul- 
let was fired, the muzzle of the revol- 
ver must have been pressed against 
Ensminger’s breast, for the discharge of 
the cartridge had burned his shirt and 
undershirt and scorched his ‘skin. 

The motive of the murder was de- 
clared by the Coroner and the Sheriff 
to be completely mystifying. Ensminger 
was a Hungarian who could speak lit- 
tle English. How, with his limited com- 
mand of the language, he could get into 
a quarrel they were unable to compre- 
hend.

lets that may be broken. Players 
may ride to the side lines for such 
purposes but the play continues. 

The referee throws the ball out 
and his decisions of all disputed 
points is final. He is assistea by two 
judges who watch for goals and over- 
the-line plays. 

Each goal counts one point. The 
ball must be driven between or over 
the goal posts. If it goes to either 
side it is called out of bounds and is 
put into play again by a “knock- 
in” from the point on the end line 
where it crossed, but it must not be 
within 10 feet of either the goal posts 
or the side boards. The opponents 
of the side having the “knock-in” 
must be 50 feet distant when the ball 
is put into play. 

A safety is made when a player 
either accidentally or purposely 
drives the ball over his own goal 
line. The team making the safety is 
panalfzed one-quarter of a point. 

A foul is penalized by one-half a 
point and may’ be additionally pen- 
alized by the referee if he judges it 
peculiarly offensive. Fouls are thus 
described: Dangerous riding, such 
as bumping another player at an 
oblique or zigzagging in front of an- 
other player riding at a gallop; in- 
terference with the right of way 
which belongs to the player last hit- 
ting the ball or to that player who 
has entered safely on the line of the 
ball between it and the last hitter 
or to the player who is following 
nearer than any other player the 
line’ of the ball’s direction. 

Player Can’t Block Another. 

It is a foul to ride across the play- 
er having the right of way except 
at such a distance from him that no 
danger id incurred. It is further a 
foul if a player pulls up in front of 
another having the right of way. 

When two players are riding in op- 
posite directions for the ball each 
shall leave the ball on his offside. 
Further fouls are allowed for viola- 
tions of these rules: 

A player may not strike another 
or another’s pony with his mallet 
or with his hands. Nor shall he 
strike the ball when dismounted nor 
hit his own pony with his mallet, 

A player shall not hook his op- 
ponent’s mallet unless he be on the 
same side of the adversary’s pony 


and his mallet Is neither over nor 
under the other’s pony. The mallet 
may not be hooked unless the adver- 
sary is in the act of striking the ba}l. 

The cruel use of spurs is prohib- 
ited. 

While a player may not hit the 
ball with his hands or arms, he may 
block it with his body or pony. 

If a ball be broken or lost the ref- 
eree may put another ball tnto play 
by throwing it toward the middle 
line of the field between the teams 
at the point where the sass ball was 
broken. 

The referee is always mounted on 
a fast pony and follows the play on

LONDON, els 14.—Immense crowds 
were the streets in London today 
to participate in or watch the funeral 


of Emily Davison, militant suf- 
fragette, who lost her life attempt- 
ing to spoil the Derby by grabbing 
the King’s entry as it ran by her. 

The police yesterday informed the, 
militant leaders they could not sanc- 
tion the route selected for the funeral 
procession because it would cause too 
serious stoppage of traffic. The 
ladies treated this intimation with 
contempt and declared they would 
adhere to their route and dared the 
police to interfere. 

Their original scheme was to block 
and disorganize all east and west 
traffic through the main arteries of 
the West End at an hour when it is 
particularly heavy. The police order 
offered them their chance for a still 
more sensational stage effect in the 
prospect of a scuffle around the cof- 
fin of their so-called martyr. But 
both plans were frustrated. 

The police at Victoria Station, pre- 
verted the procession from going’ up 
to Hyde Park corner and down Picca- 
dilly and sent it along a much less 
frequented route to the chureh in

held. This was done without any 
disturbance. ‘ 
Crowd Is Not Reverent. 

An immense concourse had gath- 
ered along the advertised route and 
at central points, like Hyde Park 
corner and Piccadilly Circus. They 
waited patiently for the parade to 
appea-. The Lyceum Club and many 
other clubs and private houses along 
Piccadilly had their windows full of 
gaily dressed ladies. 

The crowds on the  asidewalks., 
principally women, were in holidayv 
humor and jocose suggestions were 
tossed about to account for the non- 
appearance of the procession.

There was no reyerence | and iess 
sympathy among the onlookers, who 
seemed to regard Miss Davison as a 
particularly wanton suicide. and while 
ready to enjoy the show that the 
suffragettes had prepared, the suf- 
fragwettes were condemned for the 
callous exploitation of this woman’s 
tragio folly. 

The procession itself was pictur- 
esque with a note of galety. In white 
costumes and with sh@aves of lilies 
and purple trises, the women led the 
way. but their theatrical air, without 
a tinge of sorrow, gave the whole 
affair thoroughly unreal and artifi- 
celal effect. 

The men who wound up the proces- 
sion, consisting of members of the 
Men’s League for Women Suffrage 
and Laborites, were tronically ap- 
plauded at the church itself, when 
they arrived. The suffragettes gath- 
ered on the steps, clapped their hands 
and waved handkerchiefs at them. 

Mrs. Pankhurst had arranged to 
drive in the procession, but Scotland 
Yard detectives arrested her at mid- 
day as she left a friend’s flat in 
Westminster, where she had-been re- 
cuperating since her recent second 
release from prison. Mrs. Pankhurst 
endeavored to argue with the detec- 
tives, but they helped her into a 
waiting taxicab and drove her to Hol- 
loway prison. Her daughter, Sylvia, 
was with her when she was arrested. 

The Pankhurst carriage, although 
empty, was in the procession, but ex- 
cited little comment, the ¢rowds being 
more interested in the paraders and 
the music cf their many’ hired bands. 

Prison Mark on Pall. 

The pall over the coffin was em- 
broidered with ‘broad arrows, the 
Government prison mark, and on it 
lay a huge laurel wreath with rib- 
bons gearing the words “She died 
for women.” Several carriages con- 
tained nothing but flowers. Among 
those were the following tributes, 
“Lady Constance Lytton,” “Deeds, 
not words:” “Christabel Pankhurst,” 
with the love and admiration of a 
comrade;” Israel Zangwill, “From a 
Jew to a Christian martyr.” Princess 
Sophie Dewleep Singh and Lady Kny- 
vett also sent wreaths. 

After the service the procession re- 
formed and marched to the King's 
Cross Station where the enormous 
crowd several times broke through 
the police cordons. Finally a chain 
had to be put across the station en- 
trance, The body was taken to North- 
umberland for burial.

CHARLESTON, W. Va., June 14.— 
About a single battle in the coal 
strike in the Paint and Cabin Creeks 
districts in West Virginia, centered 
the inquiry today by the United 
States Senate Committee investigat- 
ing the coal mine strike. The com-: 
mittee heard statements concerning 
the attack on Holly Grove, a strik- 
ers’ camp, from an armored train 
which was run up into the strike dis- 


trict on Feb. 7. te 

The committee sat back astounded 
at the testimony presented by Lee 
Calvin, former mine guard, who was 
one of the men in the armored train 
when the strikers’ camp was fired On. 
Cisco Estep, a miner, was killed, and 
Mrs. Annie Hall wounded. 

Calvin, called by the attorneys for 
the miners, told of the Holly Grove 
attack. After relating that he had 
been a “chief guard” on Cabin Creek, 
and had left the district because of 
the shootings there, he _ said that 
Sheriff Bonner Hill and Quinn Mor- 
ton, a mine operator, had met him in 
Charleston and prevailed upon him to 
join a party up Paint Creek in the 
armored train. 

Train Lights Turned Down. 

“There were 10 or 12 men in the 
@rmored car attached to the train,” 
gaid Calvin, “and when we got just 
above Paint Creek Junction, all of 
them began getting rifles which were 
in the car. They'tried to give me @ 
rifle, but I told them I had no shoot- 
ing to do. The brakeman came,

He told us not to raise 
the windows, but to shoot right 
through the windows. I was leaning 
out of an open window and as wé 
came up to Holly Grove I saw a 
stream of fire start out of the bag- 
gage car just ahead, where the ma- 
chine guns were mounted.

That Mrs. Katherine Handlan Fort- 
ner and her husband, ‘M. Dwight 


left the penitentiary a-‘year ago after 
having served a two years’ sentence 
for embezzlement, and that they are 
still living apart, despite the fact 


by ‘their friends~that they were to- 
gether, was revealed yesterday by 
Mrs. Fortner’s mother, Mrs. A. H. 
Handlan of the 8t. Regis Apartments. 

Lately there have been rumors that 
Mrs. Fortner was considering bring- 
ing suit for a legal separation from 
the husband to whom she had been 
so loyal during many trying years. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter called at 
the Handlan apartments to see her. 

She Is Family Press Agent. 

Mrs. Handlan told the reporter that 
Mrs. Fortner is in the city, but would 
not care personally to discuss her af- 
fairs. She invited the visitor into the 
reception room and declared she would 
tell about it. 

“Since the’ Handlan family affairs 
have been the subject of so much pub- 
licity I have elected myself press 
agent,’’ she said with a smile. “I told 
papa and the boys some time ago that 
in view of the fact that the néwspapers 
have had occasion to print a number 
of stories about members of the family 
it would be better for me, whenever 
anything happens in our family that 
might attract attention to give out the 
facts myself so as to get them straignt. 

“Katherine is not with her husband. 
She is with us and Mr. Fortner’s name 
is never mentioned in this house. She 
did not join him when he left the peni- 
tentiary. She was at home then and 
he. went to California. 

May Return to Him Later. 

“I cannot say whether my daughter 
will ever join her husband. I do not 
know whether or not she corresponds 
with him. It is possible that she may 
return to him some day when he has 
provided a home for her and her child. 
We never ask her about her plans in 
that regard. We believe the less that is 
said about such things is so much the 
better. 

‘But I will state positively that Kath- 
erine will never seek a divorce. She is 
a devout Catholic and lives up to the 
Biblical teaching that says ‘“‘What 
therefore,, God hath joined together let 
not man put asunder.’’ She will never 
divarce Mr. Fortner, whatever may hap- 
pen. 
“Shortly after Mr. Fortner went to 
prison in the latter part of 1910, my 
daughter opened a hotel at Eldorado, 
Ark. It was her intention to build up a 
business for her husband to take charge 
of when he finished his term. She did 
well, too, although the place her father 
purchased for her was too. high-classed 
for that part of the country and was 
not sufficiently supported. 

Can Manage a Hotel. 
“But she was doing fine. She demon- 
strated her ability to’ manage a hotel. 
We raised our children in hotels and 
there is not one of them who could not 
conduct a first-class hostelry, if neces- 
sary. Mr. Handlan was too proud, how- 
ever, to let Katherine remain where 
she was. He went to Eldorado and 
closed the hotel a short time before 
Mr. Fortner’s release and brought Kath- 
erine and her child home. 

“Mr. Handlan is 60 years old and 
Katherine’s little girl is our first and 
only granddaughter. it does make Mr. 
Handlan feel so good when baby Kath- 
erine hugs and kisses him. His whole 
life seems wrapped up in that child. 
We all love her so much. 

“When Mr. Fortner left the peniten- 
tiary he went direct to California. Kath- 
erine did not see him at all. She has 
been with us ever since her hotel was 
closed, except for short intervals when 
she visited relatives in other cities. 
Regrets So Much Publicity. 

“I do certainly regret that our family 
affairs have occasioned so much pub- 
hlicity. Sometimes I wish we lived where 
our comings and goings would not at- 
tract so much attention. 

“There was so much to do In the pa- 
pers when my daughter Vella entered 
the Convent of the Good Shepherd a 
short while back. Even the New York 
newspapers printed something about it. 
‘The beautiful daughter of the million- 
aire Handlans enters a convent,’ so the 
headlines ran. It amused. me much, but 
they printed so many inaccuracies. 

“But, returning to Katherine, I wish 
to deny most emphatically that she even 
contemplates a divorce suit.’ 

Embezszsled $12,000 Check. 

Fortner, a real estate broker, was Con- 
victed of embezzling a check for $12,000, 
which had been placed in his hands by 
Henry C. Tulley, manager of the Wain- 
wright Building, as earnest Money on a 
big real estate deal. He forged Tulley’s 
indorsement on the check and after hav- 
ing it cashed fled to Paris. He was 
found by detectives after he had spent 
a large portion of the money. 

Mrs. Fortner met her husband when 
he was clerking at the Jefferson ‘Hotel, 
in which her father was financially in- 
terested. They have one child, Kather- 
ine, who was but a baby at the time of 
Fortner’s conviction. 

Mrs. Fortner’s devotion to her hus- 
band when he was in trouble caused her 
father great concern. He offered her a 
home if she would forget her husband, 
but she decided to stick by him.

Finance Committee Reduces Raw 
Materials Because U. S. Steel 
Controls Output. 


LEAD DUTY UP MONDAY 


Zinc and Aluminum Also Left 
Unsettled—Debate on Bill Ex- 
pected by June 25, 


By Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, June 14.—The tranater} 


t@ the free list of the tariff bill of iron 
and steel raw materials, with an esti- 
mated dutiable value of.more than $600,- 
000 a year, was approved today by the 
majority members of the Senate Finance 


Committee. This increased the Senate’s 
additions to the Underwood free list to 
an aggregate annual loss of $2,000,000 in 
revenue, making the total estimated an- 
nual revenue loss from the free list 
about about $27,000,000. 

After an entire day spent on the sub- 
committee’s report of the metal sched- 
ule, Chairman Simmons announced it 
had been widely cut, nearly every item 
of the schedule being reduced. To the 
free list were added pig iron, ferroman- 
ganese, steel blooms, slabs and billets. 
On all finished steel products, an aver- 
reduction of 10 per cent was made from 
the Underwood rates. 

Lead Duty Up Monday. 

Lead, zinc and aluminum ‘will be de- 
termined upon Monday. Aluminum will 
be changed from an ad valorem to a 
specific tariff basis and the duty will 
be reduced, but it will’ not be trans- 
ferred to the free list, as many had ad- 
vocated. 

Aluminum experts will be called in 
Monday by the committee to go over the 
committee’s proposed specific rates, and 
if no mistakes have been made in com- 
puting the changes, the subcommittee 
rates will be approved. ~— 

All structural steel which was made 
dutiable at 12 per cent in the Under- 
wood bill, has been reduced compensa- 
tory to the free listing of raw materials, 
the average resultant rates being about 
10 per cent advalorem. 

The raw materials were placed on the 
free list largely because they are con- 
trolled by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, which is in a position to sup- 
ply the independent manufacturers. 

Administration Is a Problem. 

Senator Simmons said tonight that the 
administrative features of the bill, which 
have presented a problem, would be 
acted upon Monday or Tuesday, and 
tnat the bill would be ready for the 
caucus by Wednesday or Thursday. It 
was agreed by many of the Democratic 
Senators that it would have been well 
had there been no attempt at this ses- 
sion to revise the tariff administrative 
regulations. 

Inasmuch as the Senate has considered 
the subject for many weeks, it finally 
was determined that the revision task 
should be completed. All Democrats of 
the Finance Committee, however, make 
no secret of their wish that it would 
have been possible to have retained the 
Payne-Aldrich bill administrative pro- 
visions until a committee could make a 
thorough study of the subject and rec- 
ommend changes at a later date. 

On Monday, the committee will take 
uy the agricultural and sundries sched- 
ules and the free list, meeting all day, 
and late into the night, In order to rush 
the bill to completion. It is predicted 
that the caucus will make few changes 
and that debate on the measure can 
begin in the Senate by Wednesday, 
June 2.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Several wit- 
nesses were heard today by the Senate 
Judiciary Subcommittee, which is in- 
vestigating the “insidious lobby, large 
and powerful,”’ which, President Wilson 
charged, is at work in Washington try- 
ing to influence tariff legisiation.

John H. Carroll of St. Louis, attorney

the first witness. His only tariff ac- 
tivity, he said, was the filing of a brief 
for the Great Northern and Burlington 
roads, dealing with creosote oil. 

“Tl want to say that the so-called Hill 
railroads have no one in Washington 
trying to influence legislation,’’ he said. 
Carroll added that James J. Hill and 
possibly other officials of the Hill roads 
had been in Washington recently, but 
that they did not come in connection 
with legislation. ¢ 

Anselm Wold, the Senate Printing 
Clerk, testified about orders for printing 
“Sugar at a glance,” an anti-free sugar 
argument prepared by Truman G. Pal- 
mer, representing beet sugar interests 
and circulated free in the mails by hun- 
dreds of thousands of copies under the 
franking privilege of Senator Lodge. 


Somebody “Monkeyed” With Orders. 
The committee has developed testi- 


mony on whether Palmer was permitted 
to change the document after the Sen- 
ate had ordered it printed. Wold told 
of the procedure of printing a public 
document and turning to Senator Over- 
man, referred to a previous cponversa- 
tion about the incident and added: 

“T told you then somebody had been 
‘monkeying’ with orders here and I 
still] think so.” 

When F. R. Hathaway of the Michi- 
gan Beet Sugar Co. took the stand 
hostilities broke out between S5Sen- 
ators Reed and Nelson.

“You need not be one pit afraid of 
me, sir,” Douglas quoted the Presi- 
dent as saying. 

In the letter to Wallace about that 
conversation Douglas added after the 
quotation: 

“I do not belleve that President 
Wilson will take any steps that will 
annihilate or retard a lIcgitimate in- 
dustry as ours is. He impressed me 
with his earnestness in this.” 

Henry T. Oxnard, vice-president of 
the American Beet Sugar Co., and large 
owner of lands devoted to beet sugar 
growing, testified as to his activities in 
Washington. He declared he had sold 
most of his stock in beet sugar compa- 
nies because of fear of free sugar. He 
and his brother had owned jointly $4,- 
000,000 of beet sugar stock in companies 
operated in Colorado, Nebraska and Cal- 
ifornia, and now had $1,400,000 invested 
in cane sugar in Louisiana. 

Oxnard testified that he estimated that 
he had spent on an average of $20,000 a 
year in Washington for the last 23 years 
in behalf of the beet sugar industry. 

He declared not a cent had been spent 
illegally. Each year, when he was at 
his home in Washington, he declared, he 
Came to the Capitol to watch legislation 
and see his friends among the Senators. 

Reed Not Among Friends. 

Reed demanded that the witness give 
the names of Senators who were his 
friends. 

“Most all the Senators,’’ replied Ox- 
nard.,

Rickey Bats for Rickart. 

Branch Rickey, who served as a 
catcher with the Browns in 1906 and 
acted as scout for the club last sea- 
son, is expected to be named secre- 
tary succeeding Rickart. Hiram W. 
Mason, Mr. Hedges’ nephew, who has 
been handling the club’s business on 
the road for the last two seasons, 
will probably be given the title as 
business manager. 

Rickart has been connected with the 

Browns almost from the time that the Amer- 
ican League placed a club fn 8t. Louis, 12 
years ago. At first he served in the business 
office of the club, but was named secretary 
when Sid Mercer, his predecessor, resigned 
to resume newspaper work. 
Because of his energetic methods around 
Sportsman’s Park and in Mr. Hedges’ office, 
it was believed that Rickart was a fixture 
with, the club as long as President Hedges re- 
mained in control.

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General Move for Federal Aid in 


Road Building Is Backed by 
Highway Organiaztions. 


\ “The national road is one thing needed 


to make this country a bigger and better 
and greater nation,”’ is the assertion put 
forward by Laurens Enos, president of 
the American Automobile Association, 
and head of the largest organized body 
of road users in the world. 

. “A vast amount of misinformation 


seems to exist regarding the usefulness 
of a national 


highway system: Pri- 
marily, it must be understood that every 
road entering into a system of national 
roads would be the main thoroughfare 
between centers of population and inter- 
est, and on that basis alone would be 
subject to a heavy traffic. Further, it 
is a wéll kriown fact that the principal 
road between important centers runs 
through the most thoroughly developed 
section of country within that region, 
with the most populous and progressive 
smalier cities and villages and the most 
thoroughly cultivated farming sections. 

“Nature has fixed the locations of 
most large cities; and almos* invariably 
in this country at least, it will be found 
that the richest and most prosperous 
communities lie along the path of the 
most direct communication between 
them. The construction of a national 
road system, therefore, would, in its 
through traffic features, accommodate 
a public from a wide belt of country 
through which the roade would run. 

“In ite local traffic features the na- 
tional road would serve all the purposes 
of a local road. Passing as it would 
through the most populous sections, it 
would carry a larger amount of local 
traffic than roads located where there 
existed less prosperity and less advan- 
tages.

Such have not kept 
track of the commercial development of 
the age. It is true that long-distance 
traffic on through routes is motor 
With horse traffic limited to 4 
or 53) miles a day, travelers for busi- 
hesss or pleasure naturally utilize the 
conveyance which will take them 900 or 
400 miles. Thé motor car is often used 
qnetead of the railroad train for two rea- 
gone: it i# not confined to time sched- 
ules, and it takes one where he wants 
to go. Traffic originates off as well as 
on the main road, many getting to the 
through road by the nearest route. Fur- 
thermore, the commercial aspect of the 
traffic of through routes is rapidly as- 
guming greater proportions.”

Address 
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Man Who Failed. to Obtain 
Wheat on Contract Wins in 
Legal Contest. 


Charles H. Taylor won a verdict for 
$2350.53 in Judge Rassieur’s court yes- 
terday against Henry W. Sebastian on a 
claim growing out of a “put and call” 
transaction on the floor of the Mer- 
ehants’ Exchange six years ago. At 
that time, according to the petition, 
Taylor and Sebastian entered into a 
contract specifying that the latter 
would agree to make a contract for 
the delivery of wheat to the plaintiff 


in July, 1907. 
The petition set forth that May 2. 
1907, was the time fixed for Sebastian 


to make the agreement to sell the wheat 
to the plaintiff but he failed to comply 
with the terms, it was alleged. 

The alleged agreement provided for the 
sale of 25,000 bushels of wheat at 86% 
cents a bushel. Taylor sued for $2125, 
declaring this to be what he lost by 
Sebastian’s failure to deliver, and the 
jury allowed a verdict for the full 
amount with interest. 

Sebastian made the defense that the 
arrangement was a gambling transac- 
tion, being merely a pretended purchase 
of wheat. The Court, however, refused 
to give an instruction to the jury of- 


fered by the defense to the effect that} 


a “put and call’ contract was gambling, 
holding that the character of the agree- 
ment sued upon had been upheld by the 
Supreme Court in similar cases, and 
gave an instruction that plaintiff was 
entitled to recover. 

Another defense was that Taylor’s 
cause of action In this transaction had 
been adjudicated in another suit, to 
which the Court had sustained a de- 
murrer interposed by the defense. The 
jury found against this contention.

BiG JUBILEE OPENS 
FOR 20TH YEAR OF 
THE KAISER'S RULE 


Congratulated by d by President Wil- 
son and by the Pope and Mo- 
hammedans’ Head. 


By Associated Press. 
BERLIN. June 14.—The jubilee festivi- 


ties in connection with the completion 


'tomorrow of the twenty-fifth year of 


Emperor William’s reign, were getting 
into full swing tonight throughout the 
German. Empire. The. Berlin newspa- 
pers have printed columns of dispatches 
regarding celebrations being held in the 
cities of Germany and abroad. 

Pope Pius X was the first today to 
congratulate the Kaiser on his anni- 
versary. Cardinal Kopp and Mgr. Prince 
Crowy, a prelate of the Pontiff’s house- 
hold, took the congratulations to the pal- 
ace, 

The Emperor also received the Turk- 
ish Ambassador to Germany, Osman 
Nizami Pasha, who presented to him 
the congratulations of the head of the 
Mohammedan world. 


Cablegram From Wilso 
From every quarter of the world have 


come telegrams and cablegrams of con- 
gratulation, including one from Presi- 
dent Wilson of the United States.. An- 
drew Carnegie, the American advocate 
of world peace, is at the Berlin Hotel. 
He announced that he would congratu- 
late the Kaiser in person. 

J. G. Gchmidappe and Robert §&. 
Brookings, the latter from St. Louis, 
representing American peace societies, 
have arrived here. They and Andrew 
Carnegie will be received by the Em- 
peror tomorrow or Monday. 

Amnesties have been granted by 
the sovereigns of the various German 
states and endowments amounting to 
millions of dollars have been be- 
stowed on philanthropic institutions. 
The general emphasis laid upon the 
peaceful character of the German Em- 
peror and his reign is the striking 
feature in a year of a Dillion-mark 
military bill. This was spoken of in 
a speech made by President Johannes 
Kaempf at a commemorative session 
of the Reichstag, which was attenied 
by the Imperial Chancellor, Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, and all the min- 
isters. 

The speaker referred to Emperor 
William eminently as the "peace 
prince,” who, having in his hand the 
mightiest instrument of war used it 
not to pluck martial laurels but to 
preserve the peace of the Germans 
and the world, 

Peaceful “War Lord.” 

The Kaiser, in rounding out his 
twenty-fifth year as ruler of the 
United Germans, will have the great 
pleasure of witnessing the fulfillment 
of his often-expressed wish—to com- 
plete a quarter century reign without 
war. This is a record which no other 
Huropean monarch has achieve. 

Dubbed the “War Lord” of Europe, 
the Kaiser often hag withstood all 
efforts to drag the Empire into con- 
flict, and even three times within the 
last year. 

Berlin is decofated in honor of the 
Kaiser's jubilee as:it has not been 
since his grandfather, Emperor WilI- 
helm I, returned at. the head of vio- 
torious troops from France in 1870. 
The gala appearance of ‘the capital 
far outstrips the deporations recently 
put out in honor of the! wedding of 
Princess Victoria Liiise ‘and Prince 
Ernest of Cumberland. 

Tomorrow will be given over mostly 
to religious services. The Kaiser will 
preach at a gigantic open-air field 
service, where he will address 50,000 
troops, if the weather is good. 

The festivities will reach their 
height Monday, when the rulers of 
the 25 other German states that make 
up the Empire will come to Berlin 
and congratulate the Kaiser, The 
Kings of Wurtemberg and Saxony and 
Prince Regent Ludwig of Bavaria are 
expected.

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Continued dry weather over the 
eastern section of the corn belt was 
responsible for an advance of 20 in 
corn prices in yesterday’s market, 
which carried them to a new high 
record on the crop, and closed the 
market under a full head of steam 
at the highest level 

The buying represented a consider- 
able increase in outside demand, 
which would indicate that damage 
reports are being backed by genuine 
buying from the country. The big 
shorts on the Merchants’ Exchange 
also came in on a heavy line of con- 
tracts and helped along the advance. 

There is little doubt that corn is 
working into a dangerous position in 
a wide territory. Throughout Mis- 
sourit and the central section of the 
growing belt the rainfall has been 
unusually deficient for the past 60 
days, and the crop is practically at a 
standstill after a favorable early sea- 
son’s growth. So far the actual dam- 
age to the crop—according to authen- 
tic reports-—has been light, but un- 
less rain comes quickly the plant 
should go back rapidly. 

High Temperatures Feared. 

To date the cool weather has par- 
tially offset the lack of rainfall, but 
a return to sudden high temperatures, 
which may be expected any day, 
would catch the plant in an unfavor- 
able condition to withstand the heat. 
Especially is this so in Missouri, 
which has had 30 days of practically 
dry weather over the entire State. 

The present weather differs slightly 
from the drouth year of 1911, when ex- 
cessive temperatures prevailed in the 
early season, and lack of rainfall be- 
came dangerous around the 4th of July. 
Traders have not forgotten the wild ad- 
vance in futures at that time, and many 
have been buying in the past few days 
rm spe gamble that history will repeat 
itse 

Wheat futures also made a rather 
rapid advance in the late market and 
finished at the high level. The advance 
in the late market and finished at the 
high level. The advance was based on 
reports of dry weather in the North- 
west, especially in North Dakota, where 
the deficiency in moisture has been the 
most pronounced in years. 

A glance at the weather charts shows 
that at Devil’s Lake, N. D., the precipi- 
tation is 3.6 inches below the normal, 
since March 1. Bismarck is 8.4 below; 
Williston, 3.3 and Rapid City, 19. In 
the past two days scattered showers 
have partially helped in some sections 
of North Dakota, but good general rains 
are needed, 

The danger in the situation Is that 
official estimates place the per centage 
of the crop ‘“‘disced’”’ in that State at 
6, and ‘“disced’’ wheat must have 
abundant moisture and almost perfect 
weather to bring it to harvest. Min- 
neapolis was a buyer on a considerable 
scale in Saturday’s market, and the 
demand was backed by damage reports. 

Aside from the mes outlook the 
statistical position of both corn and 
wheat continues’ strong. Exports of 
wheat and fluur are on a heavy scale, 
and shipments from. the Argentine 
are lighter than at any time this 
year. The cash demand is fair on the 
week days and millers show slightly 
more desire to increase their stocks. 

The trade expects a g00d demand 
for the first run of new wheat, as the 
crop failure east of the river last 
year left many empty bins to be 
filled. The Government report, issued 
during the week, yi the total 
wheat yield at 744,000,000 bu, against 
730,000,000 bu last year. Prices now 
are over 12c lower than a year ago. 

The Price Current said: “A small 
amount of corn replanting has been 
necessary. It is computed by the Price 
Current ag follows: Ohio, 6 per cent;

Stock Market Are Expect- 
ed to Turn to Land Deals 


and Create Activity 
Through Many Transac- 


tions. 


GOOD OPPORTUNITY 
FOR INVESTMENT 


Dealers Cut Prices on Much 
Suburban Property for 
Quick Sales, but Down- 
town Prices Are Holding 


Very Firm. 


Large deals did not distinguish the 
week’s trading in local realty, but a 
host of small ones maintained the vol- 
ume. North, South and West 8t. Louls 
shared in a more or less degree in the 
activity, wahile the suburbs were not 
a subordinate feature. 

A vast amount of property in the 
residential sections is being disposed 
of at substantial discounts, profits in the 
majority of instances being surrendered 
to purchasers as an incentive to quick 
sales. A clearing sale obviously has 
been inaugurated in the older sections 
of the city. The purchasers represen* 
both smaller and larger capitalists, the 
former seeking permanent investment, 
and the latter speculation, according to 
realty men.

The St. Louis realty market, ft is 
declared, presents opportunities galore 
for either investment or speculation, 
the scale of prices in the main being 
below the intrinsic values of the offer- 
ings. 

The rentals throughout the belt of 
low prices insure annual net dividends 
of from 10 to 15 per cent on the pur- 
chase price or investment, according to 
agents. Vacancies being comparatively 
few, flats and houses offer the mort 
attractive forms of investment. 


Downtown Prices Firm. 

The reduction does not extend t9 
downtown St. Louis, prices there, on tne 
contrary, as a rule tending upward.

in brotherhood. Little comment was excited last 
Decoration day when Congressman Heflin of Ala- 
Dama acted as orator at patriotic exercises as Get- 
tysburg. 
Put at the approaching encampment represen- 
tative: not of two divisions only, but of every regi- 
ment that participated in the battle of Gettys- 
burg, will be present; and will be reinforced by 
veterans of all the armies, East and West, of the 
Union and of the Confederacy.

This day will be celebrated as ‘Veterans’ Day" 
and the survivors of the combat, once joined in 
desperate close about the little villace, will 
unite on the same spot in a fraternal campfire, 
under the combined direction of the Commander.

the Commander-in-Chief of the United Confederate 
Veterans. 

On July 2, the anniversary of Longstreet’s fa- 
mous assault, when the ‘‘Peach Orchard” and the 
“Devil’s Den” gained the same deadly celebrity 
as the “Pleody Angle’ of Spottsylvania and the 
“Hornet's Nest” of Shiloh, “Military Day” will be 
observed by evolutions under command of the 
Chief of Staff of the United States Army, in which 
detachments from each arm of the service and 
representatives of the National Guard of the vari- 
ols states will tate part. 

July 3 will be the anniversary of one of the most 
magnificent episodes in military history—the 
charge of Pickett’s division against the Federal 
center on Cemetery Ridge. In the face of an &p- 
palling fire from artillery and infantry Pickett 
pressed the assault home to the Very breastwor's 
of the foe and ieft nearly 3500 Officers and men out 
of 4500 on the field. With this immortal charge 
the rebellion reached its crest, and with its fail- 
ure began the ebbing of the tide towards final 
défeat. 

Whether -premeditated as a contrast to the 
bloody work of that famous day or as a preach- 
ment for peace, July 3 will be devoted entirely to 
civilian exercises. It will be known as “Olvic 
Day.” The military will have no active part if 
the celebration, which will be under the direction 
of the Governor of Pennsylvania, aided by the 
Governors of other states and their staffs. 

July 4 will be the fiftieth national holiday since

tion of the Confederacy by England afd Fratce 
and the end of the War, with victory tpon the 
banners of the South. 

This day will be appropriately celebrated as 
“National Day.” President Wilson will lay the 
cornerstone of a peace memorial building and de- 
liver an address at a mass meteting at Which tire 
Chief Justice of the United States will preside. 
The Vice-President, the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, members of the Cabinet and Senators and 
Congressmen, from North and South, and from 
East and West, will be guests of honor, illustrat- 
ing the fact that all sections of the nation are 
now at one. 

The State of Pennsylvania, host of the reunion, 
which took the initiative in bringing about a man- 
moth nonsectional commemoration of Gettyaburz, 
has appropriated $350,000. New York voted §275.,- 
000 to care for its veterans at thé encampment. 

Massachusetts voted $30,000 for the expenses of 
1600 of the 3000 veterans in her borders who will 
attend. Maine will send between four hundred 
and five hundred veterans and has voted $10,000. 
Vermont and New Hampshire appropriated $10,000 
each. New Jersey $25,000, Ohio $12,000, West Vir- 


ginia $5000, Wisconsin $40,000, Minnesota $25,000 
and Missouri $16,000. Other states have voted 
sums according to their needs, 

But it is the National Government that has as- 
sumed the chief burden of expense, its appropria- 
tion for the jubilee being nearly $40u,000. For a 
week, from Juné 29 to the morning of July 7, 
Uncle Sam will hospitably entertain his old sol- 
diers without expense to them. 

The Government has rented 20 acres of land 
near Gettysburg and just outside the Natiofial 
Park on the battlefield, and will convert.it into 
a white city of 6000 tents, with avenues lighted 
by 600 75-candle power electric lamps. For the 
comforts and necessities of the veterans will be 
supplied 48,000 cots and blankets, 12,000 tin wash 
basins, 13,000 candle-burning lanterns, 76,000 wax 
candies, 7000 iron buckets for drinking water and 
60,000 mess kits,.each containing a plate, a cup, 
a spoon, a knife and a fork. These kits alone cost 
the Government $12,000, and the veterans will be 
permitted to retain them as souvenirs. 

There will be 400 army cooking ranges and 
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outfits, 800 cooks, 800 assistant cooks and 130 
bakers. There will be used nearly one and a halt 
million pounds of food, including meats, Cereals, 
vegetables, bread, tea and coffee. . 

A getieral hospital will be established outside 
the camp, reinforced within by 87 field hospital 
and infirmary tents, with 130 army surgeons and 
nufses. A complete ambulance corps will be on 
duty. 

At the cost of the Government three artesian 
wells have been driven, to suppiy 1,000,000 gallons 
of pure water to the camp dally. 

This elaborate equipment, bought with so 
lavish afi expenditure of money, will be only the 
“trappings and atiite” of the sentiment of the cele- 
bration, embodied in the erizaled veterans of both 
sides. What proud memories will brighten the 
dim old eyes and straighten the bent shoulders 
as they live over again the episodes Of the great 
battle!

were for three stupendous days overwhelmed i» 
the multitudinous torrent of battle. 

There still remains Culp’s Hill, aroun4 which 
the Union right wing curved like the barb of a 
fishhook, and which the Confederates captured 
July 2 and held over night, only to have it 
suatched from them the next morning. At another 
spot the Union commander, Gen. Meade, less than 
a week in office, held his headquarters and imper- 
turbably shifted his elastic battalions to meet 
changing conditions of the day. 

Here stretches Seminary Ridge, where Lee 
and his army lay in the shelter of the timber, and 
from which on the third day, emerged Pickett and 
his 18,000 men for their desperate attack. Oppo- 
site, on Cemetery Ridge, still rises the elevation 
et which the assault was aimed, and there is the 
spot on which the heroic Gen. Armistead fell mor- 
tally wounded after he had penetrated 60 feet 
within the Union breastworks. 

In the meadow near Culp’s HY the veterans wil! 
find Spangler’s Spring, to whese blood-stained 
waters crawled the wounded of beth armies. South 
of Gettysburg is the National Cemetery and a 
nonument marking the spot where Lincoln deé- 
livered the address of “a few sentences that @m- 
raced the whole history of the Union and éonsti- 

ute the most distinctive American utterases of 
ihe nineteenth century.” 

Away to the southwest they will find the “Péach 
Orchard,” about which raged the fighting of the 
second day, which saved the strategic position of 
little Round Top. On the summit of Round Top 
remains the same stone on which Gen. Warren 
stood when he discovered the peril of the sefgure 
of that commanding position and on his own Ini- 
tiative ordered troops to the rescte, 

Although the veterans will be able to identify 
nearly every point of importance im the battle, 
they will find great changes in the seene. The 
battlefield has been converted into a magnificent 
park of 26,719 acres, with 67 miles of splendid 
roads traversing it. More than 600 monumeng 
and 1000 bronze tablets commemorate the posi- 
tions of the troops of both armies,

moderate prosperity it is now considered no lon- 
ger a luxury, but a necessity. Where savings 
were formerly invested, or used to buy a home 
ov land, they now with increasing frequency are 
devoted: to the purchase of automobiles. Many 
households, it is whispered, are «crimping on 
grocers’ and butchers’ bills in order to buy and 
maintain machines. 

The motor car has come to touch every angle 
of life, both in business and pleasure. The head 
of the family uses it to convey him to and from 
his office. The. vife @md dauyhters employ its 
convenience for shopping and for making calls. 
The son of the house uses it to entertain his 
girl friends. It is the vehicle for family parties 
in the evening, the instrument of vacation excur- 
sions. It has grown true that many women spend 
a notable portion of their waking hours in the 
automobile. 

What is the result, physically? Women who 
used at least to walk to the street car now get 
no exercise except stepping in and out of their

mobile has broug*t to h:ndrecs of women whose 
existence theretofore was completely sedentary. 
Constant rushing tirough the fresh air of the 
residence district and the country has willy- 
nilly expanded their lungs and developed their 
chests. This is the orinion of certain ladies’ 
tailors. 

Others hold that t*ese benefits are due mostly 
to the new corsets, and the’ the increase of 
measurement does not mean an a-‘ual physical 
increase, but a release from compression. In 
the new corsets the stays rise no higher than the 
ribs, except in the back, where support enough 
is left to the backbone to insure an upright car- 
riage of the torso. Pressure on the :ungs and 
waist is relaxed, and !s exerted only on the hips. 
Ic is pointed out that in the case of men, un- 
supported by the stays, the effect of habitual use 
of the automobile is actually a shrinkage of the 
chest. 

Critics of the automobile add that the increase 
of measurements noted, if ft is to be placed to 
the vehicle’s credit, is only a forerunner of that 
frightful feminine plague—obesity. Middle-aged 
women, after years of addiction to the motor 
car, grow incorrigibly indolent, it {is asserted, 
with the usual consequence of an uncomfortable 
addition of avoirdupois. Unused to exercise, 
grown disdainful of pedestrianism, scarcely 
accustomed to set foot on the ground, they swell 
into stout and flabby dowagers 

If it be true that woman is acouiring a convex 
curve from automobile use, man, according to 
tailors, is emphatically acquiring a concave bend. 
Cne downtown tailor, whose customers. are 
among the well-to-do and automobile-driving 
young men of the city, describes the change as 
follows: ‘ 

‘There has been a noticeable variation in the 
figures of young men who habitually use the 
automobile. Grown indolent and ease loving, 


‘they slump down end recline on the small of

Their reasons for indicting the gasoline car are 
at least interesting. 

They point to the enormous vogue which the 
automobile has attained. Even in families of only

lower. Everybody knows that most things cost 
more today than they did a few years ago, and 
there have been many arguments as to just how 
much this increase amounts to, or, in other words, 
to what extent a dollar has fallen in purchasing 
power. This has now been answered authorita- 
tively by the British Board of Trade and the 
United States Bureau of Labor. Since 1895 the 
dollar has fallen just 37 cents in value.

“From his carriage, one is able to detect a man 
who constantly user a machine. He does not 
walk with a springy step, but slouches along 
like one unaccustomed to using his legs. He 
cannot stand erect without an effort, for his 
shoulders have a decided stoop and his back has

body takes an opposite curve, due to excessive 
use of the sitting posture, with the knees pushed 
out, so that he slightly resembles the letter S. 

“In older men this deformity develops into 
stoutness, so that fat and puffy men of middle 
age are not uncommon among automobile users.

These changes in 
anatomy are particularly distinct to tailors. as 
it is our business to study every var.ation of 
the form.”

On the other hand, it Is asserted that many 
men who use the automobile gain a positive 
physical benefit from it. Those who lounge on 
the cushions would have lounged somewhere 
else had the motor car never been invented, and 
those who grow stout would probably have taken 
or flesh from some other cause. Tnose who 
are sedentary in a tonneau would have been sed- 
entary anyhow, ~‘1t prcbably without the un- 
doubted advantages of fresh air, out-of-doors 
sport and the physical stimulant of speed and 
new scenes which the automobile affords. 

As for women, it seers that the difference of 
opinion as to the effect of the automobile makes 
manifest that no general law may be laid down. 
Many women, if their tailors may be believed, 
acquire the “auto bend” in youth and embon- 
point in middle age from addiction to the motor 
car. Others, common observation is, gain in 
health and contentment through the magic mech- 
anism which whisks them here and there, makes 
the countryside as accessible as if it were only 
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a few blocks distant, and bears the passenger 
from the smoke-laden atmosphere of the city 
to the flower-fragrant air of the country. The 
solution of the problem of the automobile would 
appear to be that old one of the Greeks, “Nothing 
in excess.” 


The Evolution 


Cereal Passes Through Circle From 
Unbolted Meal to White Flour 
and Back to Brown Bread. 


HEN wheat was first ground for human 
W consumption the product obtained was 
an unbolted wheat meal, which was 
used for bread making for many centuries. In the 
ccurse of time, however, attempts were made with 
more or less success to produce a whiter and more 
attractive product. At first the amount of bran 
removed was relatively small, consisting only of 
the coarsest particles, but gradually, by improved 
processes of sifting, more of the bran was re- 
moved, and the resulting flour was more uniform 
iu appearance and whiter in color. 


According to Sylvester Graham, who lived from 
1794 to 1851, the ancients recognized that the 
bread made from whole-wheat flour was more 
conducive to general health and vigor, and bet- 
ter adapted to nourish and sustain than bread 
made from superfine flour, and athletes in those 
times ate the coarse bread onlv. 


Graham quoted Hippocraces, recognized as the 
father of medicine, as commending bread made 
from unbolted wheat meal for its salutary effect 
on the organs of digestion. Graham. a physician 
and a student of dietetics, :ecognized from his 
practice the efficacy of whole-wheat flour in all 
disorders of the digestive apparatus. 

He claimed in his book that he had never 
known of a case of intestinal disturbance (even 
though of years’ standing), to fail to give way 
after a course of wheat bread of a proper char- 
acter had been substituted for that made of su- 
perfine flour. | 

Graham also quoted Baron Steuben as saying 
that “the peculiar healthfulness of the Prussian 
soldiers was in a great measure to be attributed 
to their ammunitiow bread made of grain, tri- 
turated or ground, but not bolted, which was ac- 
eounted the most wholesom- and nutritious part 
of their rations.” 

He further quoted from Samuel “rior in re- 
gard to the French-English wad at the close of 
the eighteenth century, during which it was 
shown that owing to the great srareity of grain.

plaining how ‘fake’ masterpieces may be de- 
tected, and exposing the methods employed by 
the fakers in their reprehensible practices. 

“For the last 50 years the art of skillful forgery 
bas been very successfully practiced,” says M. 
Moreau-Vauthier. “The best connoisseurs need 
te be on their guard. The custodians who preside 
over the barriers at the Louvre have not been 
able to exclude it from our museums. 

“I shall attempt to describe some of the best 
known and most widely practiced methods of the 


forger. But the fact that they are known makes 


it probable that these methods, which have been 
exposed, are now discernible in only forgeries 
that are not quite recent. In the newer products 
there are no doubt other tricks to discover. But 
those which I point owt as the most usual are 
essential to every forger, and hence it is well to 
know them. | 


“An old, worthless picture is procured; {¢ is 
cleaned off and then covered ‘ntirely with a 
subject resembling the style of a famous painter. 
There is a simpler method still: . modern copy 
of an old picture is gimed t an old canvas. It is

represented as a reniica of the original, or even 
as, the true original, the genuine wor. being de- 
clared the replica. This glueing together, called 
maroufiage from the particular kind of glue used, 
is not easily detected once the canvas is fixed 
on the stretcher; the old back induces belief in 
the authenticity of the picture by lying about its 
age. 

“Varnish is one of the most useful weapons in 
the forger’s arsenal. It gives an appearance of 
age and masks weaknesses of execution. It is 
colored golden, or even tinted with bitumen. The 
dirt of time—either above or beneath the varnish 
—is counterfeited by liquorice juice, ashes steeped 
it. water, or lamp black. Poured upon the can- 
vas, spread and rubbed with the palm of the 
hand, these colored juices penetrate deeply into 
the impasto. 

“Fly stains are not forgotten; a little gum 
tinged with sepia and Indi@ ink is mixed with 
water; a brush is dipped in the mixture and the 
hairs are pulled sharply back; the little drops 
that are squirted over the picture imitate the 
dirt of flies to perfection. 

' “Re-paints are added sometimes, dark and 
clumsy re-touches, which are designed to empha- 
size the age of the picture by contrast. 

“An old picture not only darkens and turns 
yellow; but it also cracks and aplits sometimes,

both in .he color and the varnish. The manu- 
facturers of false pictures do not forget to imi- 
tate the cracks, which they produce by various 
means. 

“The picture is exposed to the sun, or even in 
a baker’s oven. The advantages of this process 
are twofold: the paint scales, and, moreover, it 
dries; it gains hardness and enamel—signs of 
age in a picture. Cracks are furt*er produced 
sometimes by scratching the surface with a pin. 
a.other way is to take a sheet of metal -nd lay 
it over the canvas, which is supported beneath: 
the metal is ..en struck smartly with a hammc ., 
and painting and varnish crack as much as the 
oy crator desires. 

“One of the methods recommended to test the 
age of a picture is to stick the point of a needle 
into a corner of it, in the full impasto. In a 
picture painted within the last 50 to 80 years, 
..@ needle penetrates, making a round hole; 
if it is older the impasto cracks like cuina. A 
crack forms, and not a hole. This is a good test: 
but a picture that has been baked in the oven 
will probably have dried and hardened prema- 
turely. 

“It is also said that in a modern picture, the 
colors yield to the slightest friction with spirits 
of wine, whereas old paint resists. The method 
of verification is excellent in itself. But the

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fergers have thought of it, and one of them con- 
ceived the idea of covering his pictures with a 
thin coat of very liquid size. The spirits of wine 
cannot bite through this to the paint; it slips 
about on the size, unable to attack it. 

“Although these gentry take it upon them- 
selves to paint masterpieces, they are conscious 
ot their own weakness; when some passage is so 
far inferior to the rest that they think it might 
betray them, they cre careful to hide it mod- 
estly. They show no less ingenuity here than in 
other directions. First of all there are thick 
varnishes, the gloom of which they draw over 
dubious portions; then dirt will render the same 
friendly service. 

“Clumsy re-paints again are useful, and look 
like restorations. Best of all there is bloom. 
The corner that is to be hidden from the too 
searching eye is rubbed over with a wet cloth. 
The water produces mildew, and this forms a 
stain that has a double value; it hides the dan- 
gerous passage, and gives it the infirmity of old 
age. 

“Kinally as the forger does not recoil from 
any means by which he may inspire confidence 
in the customer, he not only cultivates bloom 
and mildew, but even splits his canvases right 
through, taking care to mend them in a very 
obvious manner. What would be the use of

splitting a canvas to endow it with age and 
value, if the necessary repair were carried out 
with too much skill? Here, however, the operator 
is apt to overreach himself, for as restorers can 
now mend a torn canvas with such nicety that 
the repair is quite imperceptible, it is well to 
distrust a canvas that is clumsily repaired. 

“As to signatures, they are imitated by spe- 
cialists, veritable experts, who are familiar with 
the signatures of all the famous artists. These 
adroit gentry, who are called monogramists, know 
the habits of each great painter, the way in which 
he signed, the place where he signed, the color 
used for his signature. 

“Strange to say, no one is more difficult to con- 
vince of the falseness of a picture than its owner. 
When a forgery has made a dupe, it has gained.a 
champion more ardent. and more faithful than 
the dealer who sold it. 

“An artist once made the following remarks 
tu me: ‘If you see a false picture in a collector’s 
house, you must never tell him so, never. If I 
saw a forgery of one of my own pictures, signed 
with my name, I skould certainly refrain from 
enlightening its owner—uniess the latter were a 
dealer, in which case there would be the devil 
to pay. But I should not say a word to the col- 
lector. If the forgery were very bad, and might 
injure my reputation, I should attribute it to 


my youthful period, but that is all. “And this, | 
because the collector would never forgive me for 
having told him the truth. I am certain that he 
would never buy another picture of mine—not 
even a genuine one.’” 4 

M. Moreau-Vauthier advocates the creation of 
a Central Bureau of Information relating to con- 
temporary artists, their works and prices, for 
the protection of artists and collectors against 
the manufacturers of and dealers in forged pic 
tures. The central guild would furnish collector © 
and buyers with the necessary documents anc’ "e 
certificates concerning the value and authenticity { 
of pictures by contemporary paift-ie. 

Not only would these documents be useful now, 
he says, but they would provide a fund of in-. 
formation for the future which would prevent

CCORDINGLY, I got the 
bill reported tu the Leg- 
islature and put on the 
calendar. But here it 
came to a dead halt. I 
think this was chiefly 
because most of the 
newspapers which noticed 
-he ynatter at all treated 
it in such cynical spirit 
as to encourage the men 
who wished to blackmail. 
These papers’. reported 
the introduction of the 

bill, and said that “all the hungry legislators 
were clamoring for their share of the pie;” and 
they accepted as certain the fact that there was 
going to be a division of “pie.” This succeeded 
in frightening honest men, and also in relieving 
the former were afraid they would 


behind which to stand until they were paid. 

I was wholly unable to move the bill forward 
in the Legislature, and finally a representative 
of the railway told me that he thought he would 
li e to take the bill out of my hands, that I did 
not seem able to get it through, and that per- 
haps some “older and more experienced” leader 
could be more successful. I was pretty certain 
what this meant, but of course I had no kind of 
proof, and moreover I was not in a position to 
say that I could promise success. 

Accordingly, the bill Was given into the charge 
of a veteran, whom I believe to have been a 
personally honest man, but was not inquisitive 
about the motives influencin, his colleagues. This 
gentleman; who went by nickname which I shall 


One member of a prominent law firm, an old 
family friend, did, however, take me out to lunch 
one day, evidently for the purpose of seeing just 
what it was that I wished and intended to do. 
I believe he had a genuine personal liking for me. 

He explained that I had done well in the Legis- 
luture, that it was a good thing to have made 
the “reform play,” that I had shown that I pos- 
sessed abflity such as would make me useful in 
the right kind of law office or business concern; 
but that I must not overplay my hand; that I 
had gone far enough, and that now was the time 
to leave politics and identify myself with the 
right kind of people, the people who would always 
in the long run control others ‘and obtain the 
real rewards which were worth having. 

I asked him if that meant that I was to yield 
t:' the ring in politics. He answered somewhat 
impatiently that I was entirely mistaken (as in 
fact I was) about there being a political ring, of 
the kind of which the papers were fond of talk- 
ing; that the “ring,” if it could be called such— 
that is, the inner circle—included certain big 
business men, and the politicians, lawyers and 
judges who were in alliance with and to a certain 
extent depencent upon them, and that the suc- 
cessful man had to win his success by the back- 
ing of the same forces, whether in law, business 
or politics. 

This conversation not only interested me, but 
made such an impression that I always remem- 
bered it, for it was the first glimpse I had of 
that combination between business, and politics 
which I was in after vears so often to oppose.

was efficient and krew his job. 

After a couple of weeks a motion to put the 
bill through was made by “the bald eagle;” the

Except as above mentioned, 1 was not brought 
ie contact with big business, save in the effort 
to impeach a certein judge. This judge had been 
used as an instrument in their business by cer- 
tain of the men connected with the elevated rail- 
Ways and other great corporations at that time. 

e got hold of his correspondence with one of 


“Ohese men, and it showed a shocking willingness 


to use the judicial office in any way that one of 
the kings of finance of that day desired. He had 
actually aeld court in one of that financier’s 
rooms. One expressior in vne of the ‘udge’s let- 
ters to this financier I shall always remember: 
yy willing to go to the very verge of judicial 
ag [pion to serve your vast interests.” 
; -1 fe curious thing was that I was by no means 
certain that the judge himself was corrupt. He 
may have been; but I am inclined to thin that, 
aside from his being a man of coarse moral fiber, 
the trouble lay chiefly in the fact that he had a 
genuine—if I had nox so often seen it, I would 
say a wholly inexplicable—reverence for the pos- 
sessor of a great fortune’ as such. He sincerely 
believed that business was the end of existence, 
and that juage and legislator alike should do 
whatever was necessary to favor it; and the big- 
ger the business the more he desired to favor it. 
Big business of the kind that is allied with 
politics thoroughly appreciated the usefulness of 
such a judge, and every effort was strained to 
protect him. We fought hard—by “we” I mean 
some 30 or 40 legislators, both Republicans and 
Democrats—but the “black horse cavalry,” and 


+ the timid good men, and the dull conservative 


men were al! against us, and the vote in the Leg- 
islature was heavily against impeachment. The 
minority of the committee that investigated him, 
with Chapin at its head, recommended impeach- 
ment; the argument for impeachment before the 
committee was made by Francis Lynde Stetson. 

It was my first experience of the kind. Various 
men whom I had known well socially and had 
been taught to look up to, prominent business 
men and lawyers, acted in a way which not only 


“astounded me, but which I was quite unable to 


reconcile with the theories I had formed as to 
their high standing—I was little more than a 
year out of college at the time. Generally, as has 
been always the case since, they were careful to 
avoid any direct conversation with me on a con- 
crete case of what we now call “privilege” in

In the America of that day, and especially 
among the people whom I knew, the successful 
business man was regarded by everybody as pre- 
eminently THE good citizen. The orthodox books 
on political economy, not only in America but in 
England, were written for his especial glorifica- 
tion. The tangible rewards came to him, the ad- 
miration of his fellow citizens of the respectable 
type was apt to be his, and the severe newspaper 
moralists who were never tired of denouncing 
politicians and political methods were wont to 
hold up “business methods’ as the ideal which 
we were to strive to introduce into political life. 

Herbert Croly, in “The Promise of American 
Life,” has set forth the reasons why our indi- 
vidualistic democracy—which taught that each 
man was to rely exclusively on himself, was in 
no way to be interfered with by others, and was 
to devote himself to his own personal welfare— 
necessarily ~produced the type of business man 
who sincerely believed, as did the rest of the 
community, that the individual who amassed a 
big fortune was the man who was the best and 
most typical American. 


Big Business Reverenced 


Then as American Ideal. 

In the Legislature the problems with which I 
dealt were mainly problems of honesty and de- 
cency and of legislative and acuministrative ef- 
ficiency. They rep:esented the effort, the wise, 
the vitally necessary effoit, to get efficient and 
honest government. But as yet I understood 
little of the effort which was already beginning, 
for the most part under very bad leadership, to 
secure a more genuine social and industrial 
justice. 

Nor was I especially ‘o bleme for this. The 
good citizens I then new best, even when th2m- 
selves men of limited means—men li e my vol- 
league Billy O’Neill, and my backwoods friends 
Sewall and Dow—wele no more awa.e than I 
was to the changing needs the changing times 
were bringing. Their outlook 
as my own, and, within its limits, 
mentally sound. 

I wish to dwell on the soundness of our out- 
look on life, even though as yet it was not broad 
enough. We were no_ respecters of persons. 
Where our vision was develoned to a degree that 
enabled us to see crookedness, we opposed it 
whether in great or small. As a matte: of favt, 
we found that it needed much more courage to 
stand up openly against labor men when they 
were wrong than agairst capitalists when they 
were wrong. 

The sins against labor are usually committed 
and the improper services to capitalists are usu- 
ally rendered behind closed doors. Very often 
the man .with the moral courage to speak in 
the open against labor when it is wrong is the 
only man anxious to do effective work for labor 
when labor is right. 

The only kinds of courage and honesty which 
are permanently useful to good institutions any- 
where are those shown by men who decide all 
cases with impartial justice on grounds of con- 
duct and not on grounds of class. We found 


as funda-

that in the long run the men who in pubiic bla- 
tantly insisted that labor was never wrong were 
the very men who in privite could not be 
trusted to stand for ‘abor when it was right. 

We grew heartily to distrust the reformer who 
never denounced wickedness unless it was em- 
bodied in a rich man. Human nature does not 
change; and that type of ‘‘reformer” is as nox- 
ious now as he ever was. The loud-mouthed up- 
holder of popular rights who attacks wicked- 
ness only when it is allied with wealth, and who 
never publicly assails any misceed, no matter 
how flagrant, if committed nominally in the in- 
terest of labor, has either a warped mind or 
a tainted soul, and should be trusted by no 
honest man. 

It was largely the indignant and contemptu- 
ous dislike aroused in our minds by the dema: 
gogues of this class which then prevented those

of us whose instincts at bottom were sound 
from going as far as we ought to have gone 
along the lines of governmental control of cor- 
porations and governmental interference on be- 
half of labor. 

I did, however, have one exceedingly useful 
experience. A bill was introduced by the Cigar- 
makers’ Union to prohibit the manufacture of 
cigars in tenement-houses. I was appointed one 
of a committee of three'to investigate conditions 
in the tenement-houses and see if legislation 
should be had. 

Of my two colleagues on the committee, one 
took no interest in the measure and privately

said he did not think it was right, but that he 
had to vote for it because the labor unions were 
strong in his district and h2 was pledged to sup- 
port the bill. The other, a sporting Tammany 
man‘who afterwards abandoned politics for the 
racetrack, was a very zood fellow. He told me 
frankly that he had to be against the bill be- 
cause certain interests which were all-powerful 
and with which he had dealings required him to 
be against it, but that I was a free agent, and 
that if I would look into the matter he believed 
I would favor the legislation. 


Shocked at Finding Two 


Families in One Slum Room. 

As a matter of fact, | had supposed I would 
be against the legislation, and I rather think I 
was put on the committee with that idea, for the 
respectable people I knew wre against it; it 
was contrary to the principles of political econ- 
‘omy of the laissez faire kind; and the business 
men who spoke to me about it shook their heads 
and said that it was designed to prevent a man 
doing as he wished and as he had a right to 
do with what was his own. 

‘Iowever, my first visits to the tenement-house 
districts in question made me feel that, whatever 
the thearies might be, as a matter of practical 
common sense I could not conscientiously vote 
for the continuance of the conditions which I 
saw. 

These conditions rendered it impossible for the 
families of the tenement-house workers to live 
‘so that the children might grow up fitted for the 
exacting duties of American citizenship. I vis- 
ited the tenement-houses once with my col- 
leagues of the committee, once with some of the 
labor union representatives, and once or twice 
by myseif.. In a few of the venement-hous*s 
there were suites of rooms ample in number 
where the work on the tobacco was done in rooms 
not occupied for cooking or sleeping or living. 

In the overwhelming majority of cases, how- 
ever, there were one, two or three room apart- 
ments, and the work of manufacturing the to- 
bacto by men, women, and children went on day 
and night in the eating, living, and sleeping 
I have always 
remembered one room in which two families 
were living. On my inquiry as to who the third 
adult male was I was told that he was a boarder 
with one of the families. 

There were several children, three men, and 
this room. The tobacco was 
stowed about everywhere, alongside the foul 
bedding, and in a corner where there were scraps 
of food. The men, women, and children in this 
room worked by day and far on into the evening, 
and they slept and ate there. They were Bo- 
hemians, unable to speak English, except that 
one of the children knew enough to act as inter- 
preter. 

Instead of opposing the bill I ardently cham- 
pioned it. It was a poorly drawn measure, and 
the Governor, Grover Cleveland, was at first 
doubtful about signing it. Tre Cigarma*ers’ 
Union then asked me to appear before the Gov- 
ernor and argué for it. I accordingly did 80, 
acting as spo*esman for the battered, under- 
sized foreigners who represented the union and

the workeis. The Governor signed the bill. 
Afterwards this tenement-house cigar legisla- 
tion was declared invalid by the Court of Ap- 
peals in tue Jacobs de7ision. 

Jacobs was ore of the rave tenement-house 
manufacturores of cigars who occupied quite a 
suite of rooms, so that in his case the living 
conditions wére altogether exceptional. What 
the reason was which influenced those bringing 
the suit to select the exceptional instead of the 
ave:age worker I do not know; of course such 
action was precisely the action which those most 
interested in having the law broken down were 
anxious to see taken. The Court of Appeals de- 
clared the law unconstitutional, and in their 
decision the judges reprobated the law as an 
assault upon the “hallowed” influences of 
“home.” 

It was this case which first waked me to a 
dim and partial understanding of the fact that 
the courts were not necessarily the best judges 
of what should be done to better social and in- 
dustrial conditions. The judges who rendered 
this decision were well-meaning men. They 
knew nothing whatever of tenement-house con- 
ditions; they knew nothing whatever of the 
needs, or of the life and labor, of three-fourths 
of their fellow citizens in great cities. . They 
knew legalism, but not life. Their choice of the 
words “hallowed” and “home,” as applicable to 
the revolting conditions attending the manufac- 
ture of cigars in tenement-houses, showed that 
they had no idea what it was that they were 
deciding. 

Imagine the “hallowed” associations of a 
“home” consisting of one room where two fam- 
ilies, one of them with a boarder, live, eat, and 
work! This decision completely blocked tene- 
ment-house reform legislationgin New York for 
a score of years, and hampers it to this day. It 
was one of the most serious setbacks which the 
cause of industrial and social progress and re- 
form ever received. 

I had been brought up to hold the courts in 
especial reverence. The people with whom I 
was most intimate were apt to praise the courts 
for just such dec:sions as this, and to speak of 
them as bulwarks against disorder and barriers 
against demagogic legislation. These were the 
same people with whom the judges who rendered 
these decisions were apt to foregather at social 
clubs, or dinners, or in private life. Very nat- 
urally they all tended to look at things from the 
same standpoint. 


“‘Court Decisions Bars Across 


Path of Social Reform.” 

Of course it took more than one experience 
such as this Tenement Cigar Case to shake me 
out of the attitude in which I was brought up. 
But various decisions, not only of tne New York 
court but of certain other State courts and even 
of a United States Supreme Court, during the 
quarter of a century following the passage ol 
this’ tenement-house legislation, did at last thor- 
cughly wake me to the actual fact. I grew to 
realize that all that Abraham Lincoln had said 
about the Dred Scott decision could be said with 
equal truth and justice about the numerous de- 
cisions which in our own day were erected as 
bars across the path of social reform, and which 
brought to naught so much of the effort to se- 
cure justice and fair dealing for workingmen and 
workingwomen, and for plain citizens generally. 

Some of the wickedness and inefficiency in 
public life was then displayed in simpler fashion 
than would probably now be the case. Once or 
twice I was a member of committees which 
looted into gross and widely ramifying govern- 
mental abuses. Cn the whole, the most impor- 
tant part I plaved was in the third Legislature 
in which I served, when I acted as chairman of 
a committee which investigated various phases 
of New York City official life. 


The most important of tne reform measures 
our committee recommended was the bill taking 
away from the Alcermen their power of con- 
firmation over the Mayor’s appointments. We 
found that it was possible to get citizens inter- 
ested in the character and capacity of the head 
of the city, so that they would exercise some in- 
telligent interest in his conduct and qualifica- 
tions. But we found that as a matter of fact it 
was impossible to get them interested in the 
Aldermen and other subordinate officers. In 
actual practice the Aldermen were merely the 
creatures of the local ward bosses or of the big 
municipal bosses, and where they controlled the 
appointments the citizens at large had no chance 
whatever to make their will felt. 

Accordingly we fought for tne principle, which 
I believe to be of universal application, that what 
is needed in our popular government is to give 
plenty of power to a few officials. and to make 
these few officials genuinely and readily respon- 
sible to the people for the exercise of that power 
Taking away the confirming power of the Board 
of Aldermen did not give the citizens of New 
York good government. We knew that if they 
chose to elect the wrong kind of Mayor they 
would have bad government, no matter what the 
form of tne law was. But we did secure to them 
the chance to get good government if they de- 


sired, and this was impossible as long as une ota | As

To raise native game birds in captivity seems 
to be the solution of the problem. One ‘state 
after another is turning to it, and the enthusiasm 
for it is growing every day. 


It has been discovered that.virtually all the 
American wild ducks and geese can be raised in 
captivity, and as the movement spreads and it 
becomes: possible: to secure eggs, the game farms 
must, become in time an important detail. of every 
State Game Commissioner’s work. 

In the beginning it has been: necessary to go 


to*the breeding grounds in the -North-for the egas~ 


of most of the ducks and geese. Mr. Herbert K. 
Job, who is doing this work for Connecticut, has 
been annually spending a part of each year in 
the Canadian breeding grounds for this purpose 
for some time. He has found it possible-to bring 
to this eountry and batch the eggs of all the 
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ducks and geese which go North in the spring. 

The Illinois Game Farm is a sight which could 
not have been witnessed in this country a few 
years ago. There one sees many varieties of wild 
ducks and geese swimming and feeding in the 
pools. In addition .o the mallard, whic. is -com- 
paratively easy to raise, there are on this growing 
farm such wild varieties as the pintail and the 
wood duck, neither of which had been success- 
fully raised in captivity up to within a few years 


ago. 

The incubator, with its tremendous capacity, 
has been brought to the assistance of the mother 
duck, and all the enemies of the wilderness have 
been excluded. An incubator cuck is not usually 
as hardy as the duck hatched under a hen, but 
what the brood suffers from the loss of weaklings 
is but a little thing in comparison with the great- 
er number of ducklings hatched and the protec- 
tion. they. are given. Wood ducks, for instance, 
breed in warm latitudes where there are turtles in 
every pond and slough, and the turtle is terribly 
destructive. It probably captures every year-half 
of the young wood ducks hatched in the wilds. 
There are, in addition, foxes and other creatures, 


as well as birds, which prey upon the mother 
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duck’s brood in the wilderness. 

All ducks are great layers, and once they are 
given protection from the destroyers of their young 
they multiply very fast. A uen, under normal 
conditions, will lay enough.eggs for her own set- 
ting and provide a great many for incubatorg in 
addition. They. do not, however, lay the year 
round, as chickens do, usually beginning to lay 
early in May and ceasing to do so shortly after 
the first of July. 

The ultimate object in the propagation of wild 
ducks and geese is to release them for sport, but 
the industry is still young, and it will be years 
before they are released for this purpose. The 
different game farms will first have to exchange 
eggs and birds, until the breeding stock is suffi- 
cient to produce the excess necessary to a perpetual 
supply. All migratory game birds were placed 
by the last Congress under the protection of the 
United States Government, and laws relating to 
the taking of such game will henceforth consist 
of rules made by the Department of Agriculture, 
instead of being state laws made by the separate 
states. It is expected that by the time the propa- 
gation of wild ducks and geese becomes sufficient 
for general release the restrictions will have been 
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adjusted to meet the requirements of the. supply. 

Every year sees the great breeding area of the 
North decrease. : In time it will be so far dimin- 
ished that what remains of the wilderness will 
need the assis.vance of the breeding pen and the 
incubator if the supply of wild ducks and geese 
is to meet'the fequirements of good and reasona- 
bly regulated sport. Your American is the great- 
est duck shooter on earth. His outlay for the 


, Sport is, enormous. Wis name ‘ts legion. ‘Fwd 
' duck shooters have been Presidents—Harrison and 


leveland. 

No. other amateur sport %s selfysustaining in 
just the way duck shooting is. Though invoivihg 
the expenditure of great, sums of money for pro- 
tection and propagation, there i3 no state in which 
it costs tue taxpayer a cent. The states merely 
collect and expend under the license system the 
funds which the duck shooter cheerfully provides 
for his fun. A licénse to hunt in any part of Mis- 
souri, for instance, costs a resident of the State 
$5. This is about the average contribution made 
by a duck shooter to the fund with which his state 
takes care of his. sport. 

It is the intention of the persons engaged in the 
propagation of wild ducks and geese to demon- 
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strate that every variety of them can be raised in 
captivity. It is going to take years to prove it,
